And the first public 


auction sale of milch cows was under way in a brand-new sales 


ring—one of the finest in the South. 


Five years ago Collins started 
with 15 cows in the business of 
buying and selling them at the 
ranch on the outskirts of Decatur, 
at Second Avenue and Flat Shoals 
Road. Square-dealing paid off, 
and his business grew to a $250,- 
000 enterprise last year. 

So he spent $70,000 to build 
barns, fences and a sales ring pa- 
vilion to-make it easier for dairy- 
men from the Southeast to come 
to Atlanta and buy at public auc- 
tion the cows and heifers needed 
for their herds. 

The spotless, flood-lighted pavil- 
ion he opened Friday in the shady 
oak grove with its whitewashed 
barns and fences is a far cry from 
the average livestock auction ring. 
No flies and no dirt. He disinfects 
the entire place every week, and 
sprays with DDT to keep down 
the flies. Every cow he sells is 
tested by a veterinarian before it 
is sold.

Our regret at the resignation of Chan- 
eellor Raymond R. Paty is alleviated only 
by the knowledge that he is remaining 
in eur midst and that so competent an 
educator as Harmon W. Caldwell has 
been named to succeed him. 


Although he has been back in Georgia 
but a relatively short time, Dr. Paty has 
won the esteem and affection of the 
State, having contributed, . during — his 
tenure as Chancellor of the University 
System, much to its growth and progress. 
Wherever he has gone, he has won new 
friends for himself and for the State, and 
we rejoiee at his assurance that he will 
“continue, as a private citizen, my work 

behalf of the University System of 
Georgia.” 

Certainly, in his new connection, Dr. 
Paty will have ample opportunity to en- 
large the scope of his contribution to the 
State inasmuch as he has a virtually un- 
limited assignment as Director of Public 
Relations at Rich’s, one of our major com- 
mercial institutions. Moreover, as Execu- 
tive Director of the Rich-Foundation, Dr. 
Paty will bring his excellent experience 
and vision to a field of rapidly-mounting 
importance to this section. Such founda- 
tions, long familiar to the Eastern scene, 
only now are making their appearance 
in the previously impoverished South. 
The Rich Foundation, one of the pioneers 
in this area, has already begun an exten- 
sive program of public good which it

obviously plans to expand. We have no 
doubt that, under the able direction of 
Dr. Paty, its work will be so noteworthy 
that a good many others will follow. Cer- 
tainly, then, thus is provided a worthy 
medium through which the former Chan- 
cellor can continue his efforts for the 
upbuilding of the human and material 
resources of our section. 

Dr. Harmon W. Caldwell, named by 
the Board of Regents to succeed Dr. Paty 
as Chancellor of the State University 
System, is a native son who has attained 
national educational recognition. The 


' appointment will meet with State-wide 


favor, Dr. Caldwell being well known and 
admired throughout Georgia. He has 
served’as President of the University at 
Athens since 1935 and prior to that time 
was Dean of its law school. 

Dr. Caldwell not only brings every 
educational requisite to his new position, 
but also a knowledge of the faculties, 
facilities and needs of each of the 16 
units in the State University System. 
Himself a graduate of the University, he 
is eminently qualified, both by experi- 
ence and’ environment, to continue the 
program of progress Dr. Paty has begun. 

The Constitution commends them both 
on their self-sacrificing public service. 
We wish them well in their respective 
new undertakings, pledging them our 
fullest co-operation in their efforts for a 
greater State and University System. 


Georgia's Too-Long Ballot, and Why 


Even using the smallest possible type, 
the ballot to be voted in Georgia Nov. 2 . 
will be at least three feet long and a foot 
and a half wide. In some counties, of 
course, it. will be even larger. 

This stems only in part from the fact 
that the electors of five parties—Demo- 
crat, Republican, Wallaceite, Dixiecrat 
and Prohibition—will be “listed thereon. 

For an even greater user of ballot 
space will be the 17 proposed constitu- 
tional amendments upon which the citi- 
zens of Georgia must vote.

Isn't Santa Claus 


Not in a long time has there been so sad an 
event in high places as the recent attempt by the 
President to send Supreme Court Justice Fred 
Vinson to Russia. 


It was political, to be sure. It took note of the fact that tvery 
American is worried and concerned about the possibility of war. 
It sought, by a dramatic flight of the tall Kentuckian to Moscow, 
to focus attention on the fact that Harry S. Truman was, after 
all, trying to bring about peace. 


It failed—as it should have failed. The issue was already 
before the United Nations. That was reason good enough. The 
mission would have been a slap in the face to all our State Depart- 
ment policy and'to our administrators in Europe. 


Our bipartisan foreign policy would have been broken. 


That the Russians would have greeted such a mission 
with gratitude goes without saying. It would have 
confusgl the Allies, dismayed the Europeans on our side, and would 
have destroyed utterly the prestige of our representatives. It would 
have been tacit admission that the Berlin blockade is all right. 
There is on record a pledge by Joseph Stalin to settle the Berlin 
problem. That pledge he has ignored. Now the President sought 
to send another messenger to discuss it again, with no guarantee 
at all that the Soviet Prime Minister would not make another 
agreement, as before.

We knew that in Russia the Zhdanov-Molotov faction 
was winning out, but even so, everyone was leaning over back- 
wards to try to encourage this Russia to become a fully co-operating 
member of the United Nations. 


Zhdanov is dead, Molotov has inherited the Yugoslavian re 
sistance. The Western zones of Europe are beginning to grow 
stronger. If our system is the better—as we believe—then we can 
do better by employing it than by more conferences‘ to follow the 
broken promises of the last two.

jars loose and falls. 

Unfortunately his route iies right over the 
place where I sit out in the yard, and three 
times he has barely missed hitting me on the 
head with a hickory nut. I am going to get 
him a little knapsack he can swing on his back, 
so he can get back home with one every once 
in a while. 

He raises a great ruckus every time he drops 
a nut. He sits there on the limb and jerks his 
tail and goes chirrrr, chirrrrr, chirrrr, mad as 
the dickens, and looking at me accusingly. I 
think he blames me for his troubles. 


I have been observing the squirrels fairly 
closely, and I have come to the conclusion that 
there must be at least two families of them 
gathering nuts in the same hickory. One of 
them lives down in the woods below my house, 
and the other family lives in the other direction, 
down toward Henry Toombs’ house. They meet 
in the big hickory but I have watched very 
carefully, and it seems to me that they have 
divided up the tree between them, and the 
squirrels from one family do not step over the 
line into the other family’s territory.

For 
this artistic dinrnier table ar- 
rangement, the club received 50 
fine bushes including many of 
the brand-new varieties.

She sought the help of the French 
consul, and’ he gave her money to return to 
Paris in a third-clas* coach. 

She drew up a complaint against Pierre and 
his wife, charging them with swindling her. 
Marcon-Dubosce was never found, and it is now 
belieyed that he is dead. The next year—the 
year the Great War began—-Mme. Dubosc was 
found and arrested. She was lodged in jail, but 
she got word to Ghislaine. 

“Mme. Dubosc cannot be permitted to remain 
in jail,” Ghislaine was told. “She has recently 
become a mother. It is too cruel.” 

Ghislaine obtained her release-—-and then 
Mme. Dubosc, too, disappeared. In a default 
judgment, in their absence, the ‘woman and her 
husband were sentenced to five years in prison. 

In the turmoil of war the actress gave little 


thought to the missing swindlers or the money 
they had tricked her into losing—-and then, tn 
1942, Ghislaine met, and married, His Most 
Serene Highness, Prinee Louis II of the prinel- 
pality of Monaeo, the little country whose rev- 
enue comes eRlefly from its gambling casino. 

The new Princess of Monte Carlo found the 
incident of Marcon-Dubose and his wife most 
embarrassing, and She promptly lost all interest 
in trying to break the bank at any casino—be- 
cause her happimess.depended on the solvency 
of such a bank, 

It would be extremely unfortunate, she 
thought, if-she:should ever have to go into court 
and explaht ‘her deal with the missing couple. 

The Princess Went to Paris and withdrew her 
complaint; but the memory of the French courts 
was longer than hers—and they were not so in- 
dulgent with crooks who rob actresses.

When she recovered, she told the court that 
her husband had died since she last saw him in 
September, 1939. She was sorry for her duplicity 
toward the Princess Ghislaine, and the Princess 
was. willing to forgive her.

Guardian Hadn't Decided to Play Cupid

T WAS a blustery day in Chicago when Maude 

| Ai.ce Burke, daughter of a multimillionaire 

American importer, first opened her sap- 
phire-blue eyes and let out a lusty wail. 

There was no reason then for ‘suspecting that 
this pucker-faced, yowling infant would grow 
up to lead a most unusual life on the top rung 
of Britain’s social ladder where, as queen of 
London’s Mayfair set until her recent death at 
the age of 71, she was to 
see the British crown rest 
on five different royal heads. 

Perhaps Maude never 
would have become the 
lofty but lovable Lady Em- 
erald Cunard ¥ it hadn’t 
been for an eccentric, elderly 
bachelor guardian named 
General Horace W. Carpen-. 
tier. It was in his hands 
her father left her affairs 
when he died shortly before 
she came of age. 

With true American in- 
dependence, the young heir- 
ess, who had grown up in 
Chicago, San Francisco and 
New York, had got herself 
engaged to a Polish prince, 

Andre Poniatowski, who 
was suspected of being a 
fortune hunter. 

- The general didn’t fancy 
himself as Cupid but he 
wasn’t going to let his 18- 
year-old ward make a fool 
of herself, and she appar- 
ently never did, after she be- 
came Lady Emerald, unless 
it was to play the buffoon 
with malice aforethought. 

General Carpentier, 
knowing that Sir 
Cunard—-grandson of the shipbuilding founder 
of the Cunard Line—was in New York on busi- 
ness, arranged a meeting between Maude and 
the wealthy 44-year-old British baronet. 

There was a speedy engagement and mar- 
riage. The bride announced that, henceforth, she 
would be called Emerald because she adored the 
fiery green gems and the sound of the name, and 
when she arrived in London in 1896 she already 
had her small feet well-shod for the social climb. 

A strange combination of generosity and 
snobbery in her make-up made it easy for her 
to know when to be frosty and when to be kind. 

Her piquant beauty was no handicap to an 
ambitious contestant for leadership of the Prince 
of Wales ‘set, and the fact that some thought 
Lady Emerald resembled Queen Victoria, in her 
princess days, made Bache Cunard’s wife dear 
to the heart of many a Londoner. 

Sir Bache bought a famous country estate 
for his bride and there she held the most talked- 
about garden parties in all England. The home 
was furnished with a lavish hard and at one time 
Lady Emerald admitted that she had spent $200,- 
000 for “a few snuff boxes, an old English clock 
and some fine Sevres china.” 

About a year after Maude’s invasion of May- 
fair, her only daughter, Nancy, was born. Nancy 
brought her mother a lot of sorrow. Instead of 
following in Lady Emerald’s socially hallowed 
footsteps, the girl chose other paths. 

In the grand manner of all wealthy Edward- 
ians, the American woman who had won the 
nickname, “The French Marquise” from her 
good friend King Edward VII, shrugged off a 
domestic disaster she couldn’t help. 

She went on with her sensational parties 
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and her insatiable love of music. It was this 
love, sometimes called the greatest in her life, 
that once led to whisperings of scandal about 
Lady Emerald herself. 

She had become London’s musical arbiter in 
addition to her other achievements and often 
financed promising musicians. One of these was 
Sir Thomas Beecham, the famous conductor and 
son of the manufacturer of Beecham’s pills, who 
had a habit of throwing his own money away 
indiscriminately on unprofitable ventures. 

Sir Thomas also was married to an American 
girl, Utica Welles, though they were estranged. 
Utica and her two children lived on a fashion- 
able London street. Lady Emerald Cunard, who 
became a widow when Sir Bache died in 1925, 
bought a mansion across the way. 

When Utica noticed that Sir Thomas was 


a constant visitor at her neighbor’s house she 
decided to win him back. Im the meantime 
there was gossip that Lady Emerald’s interest 
in the conductor wasn’t confined to musie. 

The rivalry between the two women cost Sir 
Thomas a great deal of money, since Utica tried 
to outshine Lady Emerald by refurnishing her 
house in a most elaborate manner. Finally he 
announced in the papers that he would not be 
responsible for his wife’s debts. 

When Utica, who was a lady lawyer, took the 
matter to court, the dubious story of Lady Em- 
erald’s friendship for Sir Thomas was aired in 
a most unflattering manner. 

Instead of hiding her head in shame, how-

Shortly before her death she went to her 
last party in London. It was a dinner given 
by Ambassador Lewis W. Douglas. At first Lady 
Emerald declined because she was suffering from 
a throat ailment that was aggravated by ciga- 
rette smoke. Mr. Douglas promptly requested 
his other guests to refrain from smoking and 
Lady Emerald attended the party. 

Maude Alice Burke, who drew her first breath 
in Chicago in 1877, had amply earned the honor 
of being deferred to by an American Ambassador 
in London in 1948.

Tommy’s fourth wife recently sued him 
for a separation, and he began to suspect that 
his formula might have had a flaw in it.

Tommy was cautious, because a previous 
marriage—his first—had ended in divorce the 
year before. Virginia Insett Warner, his first 
wife charged him with “airplane and automobile 
cruelty”—something novel in divorce cases— 
and won a month alimony. 

‘This tume, Tommy had to have the answer. 
He engagedea private detective, Mrs. Pearl 
Antibus, to spy on Jean. Mrs. Antibus put 
sleuths on Jean’s trail, and dictographs in the 
girl’s apartment, with wires leading to a listen- 
. ing post in an adjoining flat. 

The detectives found nothing untoward in 
Jean’s activities. And one day Tommy, listening 
in on Jean’s conversation with a close friend, 
heard his prospective fiancee say: . 

“You know I don’t care anything about Tom- 
my’s money. I love him for what he is.” 

Tommy rushed to her apartment, and swept 
Jean into his arms. He told her all about his 
doubts, about the spying. Jean didn’t mind, and 
Mrs, Antibus became their close friend—-so close 
that they spent most of their time in her home. 

Tommy’s father became concerned when the 
young man @isappeared from his usual haunts, 
and hired his own detectives, who traced Tommy 
to the Antibus home, caught a glimpse of Tom- 
my at an upstairs window, and saw a hand draw 
him away from the window. 

“He’s been abducted!” the father cried. He 
went.to the district attorney, indicating his be- 
lief that Tommy was a “love captive.” 

Investigators went to the Antibus home and 
dragged the struggling Tommy out. A flurry of 
damage suits was filed as a result of the affair, 
but all of them were ultimately dropped. 

Tommy was happy—‘for the time. He had 
tested Jean’s love, and found*that it rang true. 
They* were married, and lived together for six 
years. In July, 1944, Tommy discovered that 
his formula for marital happimess wasn’t fool- 
proof — because Jean divorced him, charging 
cruelty, which caused her “grievous mental and 
physical suffering and anguish.” 

In October of the same Year, he took his 
third plunge into matrimony, this time with 
actress Anne Sterling. They went to Mexico for 
their marriage, but the venture lasted only four 
months, when it was annulled in Ventura Coun- 
ty, Cal., on the grounds that Tommy’s divorce 
from Jean had not become final when he and 
Anne were married. 

Tommy was beginning to doubt his skill at 
picking wives—until Anita Lipton came along. 
She was 27, auburn-haired, an actress who had 
appeared on the stage and in the movies as Nora 
Perry. She had just landed in England on 
Christmas Eve, 1945, when Tommy made up his 
mind that he had found his ideal woman, at last. 

“Come home and marry me,” he cabled her. 

Anita flew back, and they were married in 
Los Angeles Jan. 14, 1946. This time, Tommy 
was sure, his marriage would last. 

The course of true love struck a detour, 
Hiwever, on July 30 of this year when Anita 
filed suit for separate maintenance. She charged 
that, for the past year, he had been guilty of 
extreme mental cruelty. |

lowing the separation--was a 22-room Santa 
Monica mansion which she said was worth 
$240,000. 

Tommy, testifying in court, said that his in- 
come was only $11,861 a year-—-and denied 
Anita’s charge that he was in the eustom of 
passing out $100 tips to night club hat-check 
girls. He said Anita was wrong when she ac- 
cused him of payimg $250 for his suits. The one 
he was wearing, he said, cost only $60. 

The court ordered Tommy to pay his wife 
$500 a month temporary support money pending 
‘settlement of the suit, and directed him to pay 
the costs of maintaining the luxurious Warner 
home, in which Anita was allowed to stay. 

The judge also issued an order forbidding 
Tommy from “molesting” Anita. 

But things were apparently not as black as 
they seemed. Within six weeks it was an- 
nounced Tommy and Anita had reconciled—-and 
left for Honolulu on a second honeymoon, 

Proceedings in Anita’s suit were put off to 
see if fhe reconciliation would last. And Tommy 
hoped that, at- last, his troubles were over.

MADE my stage debut at 18 months. I 

started to work steadily, as a child picture 

actress, at four. At five I was a seasoned 
performer—and in addition, a hardy little back- 
stage brat who could spot any boy five pounds 
and fight him on even terms. 

My sister, Dolores, and I were still in our 
teens when George White hired us for his 
“Scandals of 1925.” Two months later a Warner 
Brothers scout saw us and went quietly loco 
over Dolores’ beauty. *I had my heart set on 
becoming a comedienne. The stage was my 
dish, and Mr. White encouraged me. 

Warners bombarded us with telegrams, and 
Dolores cried until Mother and I gave in. Fora 
long time our father, Maurice Costello, and 
Mother had been going their separate ways. The 
contracts offered by Warners must have looked 
good to Mother, but it broke her heart to see me 
lose my chance on the stage. 

My first picture was a quickie Western. 
Producers were unwilling to believe I was any- 
thing but excess baggage, at first. They had 
eyes only for the loveliness of my sister. 

Yet, little by little I worked up to good star- 
ring roles, and by 1927 the “Costello Girls’”’ were 
the twin queens of Hollywood. 

It was in June of 1927 that Dolores’ first 
big New York premiere was scheduled. The 
studio decided to send both of us east for it. 
Dad’s divorce summons was served on Mother 
as we boarded the train. 

The ghastly document spoiled the trip for all 
three of us. Dad charged Mother With alienating 
us girls from him, Perhaps he,was right, in a

way. Perhaps Mother neglected him, to serve us. 

It was fun renewing old associations under 
these triumphal circumstances. We had left 
New York almost broke—we came back its reign- 
ing movie favorites. There was money for fine 
parties. We bought clothes—-furs— jewels. 

At the time, Dolores was making $2,000 a 
week, and I, $1,600. 

We lingered on in New York, to give Dad 
a chance to get his divorce with a minimum 
of bad feeling. One night the desk clerk 
phoned up that a young man was persist- 
ently demanding to see me, insisting we 
were old friends. His name was Jack Regan. 

“Jack Regan?” I said.. “I don’t know 
anyone by that name!”’ 

I was about to send him away with that, 
when it suddenly came to me who he was. 
I had known someone by that name—a 
boy on Long Island, whose father had been 
an officer at Fort Totten. I had heard of 
Jack meanwhile. He had grown up into a stalwart, 
handsome young giant who looked exceedingly 
fetching on the sports pages. He had starred at 
both Catholic University and Georgia Tech. 


JACK came up to the suite. I was just 20 and he 
was a young girl’s dream. On Jack’s side 
well, I was a “movie ‘star.” We were both 

pretty naive. 

We eloped a few nights later, slipping away 
from a party to go to a justice,of the peace. 
I remember vividly the cuckoo that jumped out 
of the clock to chirp, “Cuckoo! Cuckoo!” as the

old judge,made us husband and wife. There 
was a bird who should have told me more! 

I kept our marriage secret. Mother, Dolores 
and I returned to Los Angeles by ship. 

When I did tell Mother about my marriage, 
she was sad at first, but she liked Jack, and at 
last gave her approval on candition that we 
have a church wedding later. 

The religious ceremony was held in Beverly 
Hills the following September. It was a busy 
period for me. I had onty five days off work, 
between “Geed Time Charley” and “In Name 
Only.” We went to Arrowhead Springs for our 


brief honeymoon, driving my new phaeton. 
Perhaps if we had known each other better 
perhaps if we had had more sound marital advice 
and less publicity and glamour—it would have 
worked... But in two days a sullen bridegroom 
was locked out of the bridal suite while an un- 
happy bride telephoned in panic for Mother. 


UR marriage never recovered from that sad 

honeymoon, and by January, 1928, Jack was 
on the train eastbound for his parents. He got 
halfway there and turned back, shooting wires 
ahead hourly. 

I was through with marriage, though I had 
no ill-will toward Jack. I skipped town and 
went on location at Riverside, leaving John 
Barrymore to hantile him. The two Jacks got 
along very well together. 

Barrymore persuaded Regan to return to 
the East, to stay. 

As Jack Barrymore helped my first husband 
bow out, so did he introduce me to my second. 
Barrymore was my brother-in-law by then, and 
Lowell Sherman was not merely one of Holly- 
wood’s .best-paid stars, but Jack’s closest friend. 
He was 43, 23 years older than I, when we met. 

Lowell was the sophisticated type who 
starred in smooth drawing room comedies-—at 
$5,000 a week! He wore a monocle, and was the 
only man I met who did not look silky with one. 

After the marriage of Barrymore and my 
sister, Lowell began taking his place as the 
“man who came to dinner’ at Mother’s and my 
home. Usually he brought his adoring but 
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domineering mother, Julia. He proposed at 
least once a week, but I laughed it off. 

Then, in August, 1929, Mother died, after an 
illness so brief that Dolores and I had almost no 
preparation. Lowell arrived before the doctor, 
and that night he was gentle and considerate. 

In September, just a month before the great 
stock market crash, Jack proposed that we all 
go to New York. He was worried because Dolores 
refused to pull out of her mood of sadness. A 
trip to Broadway—night clubs—old friends-—— 
that was what she needed!. Naturally, he in- 
sisted that the kid sister go along. . 


OWELL and Julia followed by the next train. 

I was grateful to have an escort in New York. 
On the night of Dolores’ birthday party, when 
the whole Barrymore clan was gathered together, 
I accepted Lowell's emerald engagement ring. 
Lowell and I were married March 15, 1930. 

I soon learned we were not meant for each 
other, at all. We fought from the first. What 
was worse, Lowell fought with Julia, who lived 
with us. Their wrangling almost drove me crazy. 


I left him several times, the last time on 
Nov. 1, 1931. I filed suit for divorce, charging 
mental cruelty, and started out to look for work. 
I had been out of pictures a year and a half, 
because Lowell did not want his wife working! 

Then Lowell filed his cross-complaint, and 
whatever chances I had for a job went winging 
away. There was not a producer in Hollywood 
willing to risk it in the face of the unjust 
accusations he made. 

Among other things, Lowell charged me with 
being a collector of improper books and an alco- 
holic. Yes, I drank now and then. It was 
Prohibition, Hollywood and Depression. Every- 
body I knew drank. But I was only 22, and I 
certainly wasn't an addict, at that age. I was 
not even a hard drinker, and had been mildly 
“tight”? only onte. 


HE books—yes, I knew about them. They 
were Lowell's own, but somebody had pasted 
my personal bookplate in them. 

For the first time, I ran from a fight. 

I went to Europe and had fun. 

Shortly after I returned to New York I saw 
a story about the divorce case in the papers. It 
was coming to trial soon, and the story had gone 
around that I wouldn’t fight it. 

I threw the paper as far as I could throw it. 

“Won't fight, eh? Don’t dare face the music, 
eh? Well, .let’s see about that!” 

I slipped quietly into Los Angeles and went 
to the home of a friend, June Ruben, who was 
to be my witness. Only she cnd her husband, 
Jack Ruben, and my. lawyer knew I was in town. 

I waited until they were all gathered in the 
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courtroom before making my appearance. 

I had bought a small fortune’s worth of 
Paris clothes, and their smartness made the 
ordeal easier. 

The monocle flew from Lowell's eye as I 
tripped down the aisle. A buzz went around the 
crowd. My lawyer stood up and gallantly pulled 
out a chair for me. I sat down, and turned to 
meet my husband's comically startled stare. 


For a second we looked at each other. 

My heart was pounding like a trip-hammer, 
but never once did I regret Coming back to make 
a fight of it. The old Costello Irish was up, and 
in addition—well, only another woman could 
know the lift I got out of being the smartest- 
dressed woman in Los. Angeles! 

Lowell spent all day putting in his, case. 

That night I learned the truth about Holly- 
wood. It wasn’t the town—it was me! 

They had been waiting, wondering why I 
didn’t make a fight. When those papers hit the 
street the telephone began ringing. I couldé 
have had a dozen loyal witnesses—two dozen. 


OU can’t know what something like that means 
until you have gone through the feeling of 
betrayal and come back to find your friends 
more numerous than you thought, and all stand- 
ing staunchly behind you! It was a distressing 


’ divorce fight, but some of the people with the 


most to lose were the most anxious to get up 
there and testify as to my character. 

But I refused to fight dirt with dirt. We 
came into court the next day clinging to our 
original plan—to press only-our cruelty charges 
and enter only a general denial to : Lowell’s. 

Before my lawyer could say a word, however, 
Lowell's lawyer went up to the bench, and the 
two held a consultation with the judge. 

Then all three went into Judge Thomas Am- 
brose’s chambers. They were in there a long, 
long time, and when they came out, my attor 
ney’s face was wreathed in smiles. 

“Get up there and give the Court something 
to hang its hat on, Helene!” he whispered. 

Things were moving too fast for me. 

I heard Lowell's lawyer get up and move that 
their whole plea be dismissed. 

I heard Judge Ambrose grant it. 

I heard my lawyer call me to the stand. Jure 
Ruben followed me, and in six minutes of swift, 
drama-packed testimony I had my divorce. 

After rendering his decision, Judge Ambrose 
said firmly, “And furthermore, I want it under- 
stood that none of the accusations ‘against Mrs.

Lee LeBlanc, and helped him rise from a 
$17.50 a week bartender’s job to success as a 
movie artist. I saw this marriage fail, despite 
our darling baby daughter, Deidre Ann, Re- 
cently, I was granted a default divorce from Lee. 

Before that, I spent almost three years in a 
Sanitarium, fighting tuberculosis, and _ twice 
heard the doctor tell me I didn’t have long to go. 

I knew better. Every time someone slanted a 
rap at my chin my dander came up, and I 
slugged back. At the age of 40, I decided I was 
good for another 40 years if they weren't any 
tougher than the first ones! 

A friend once asked me if I didn’t think I 
would have made a better mate for John Barry- 
more than Dolores did. | 

“No, not a better mate—but a much better 
match,” I said. “Dolores went into that ring 
with The Champ, giving away reach, weight and 
age, as the fighters say. She never had a 
chance.” 

Jack Barrymore was the gayest guy in the 
world—the wittiest companion, the most genial 
brother-in-law and a fine actor. 

But what a disappointing husband he turned 
out to be for my sister, who meant well but just 
didn’t know any better—and next week I am 
going to tell you why. .

Loose Laws Which Permit Easy Ac- 
cess to Firearms in the Home Are a 
Menace to Our Youth, Police 


Officials Warn 


Tommy, Armed With a 
Rifle He Had Taken From 
the Mantel in His Parents’ 
Home, Killed Mrs. Eibling 
When He Tried to Rob Her.

LEVEN-YEAR-OLD Tommy Harrington, 
‘a blond, blue-eyed and freckled, was reading 

a book in his Martinez, Calif., home and 
blowing- bubbles with the gum that filled his 
jaw. He didn’t look up as the bell rang and his 
mother, Mrs. Thomas Harrington, went to the 
door to admit two uniformed policemen. 

One of the officers said bluntly, “Mrs, Daisy 
Eibling, the storekeeper down the block, has 
been murdered in an attempted holdup. She 
died instantly, from a _ .22-caliber rifle bullet 
through the heart. Your son’s knife and T-shirt 
were found nearby.” 

For the first time, Tommy showed more 
than casual interest in the visitors. 

“It couldn’t have-been me,” he said. “I’ve 
been home all afternoon. I don’t know a thing.”’ 

His mother looked at him quizically. She 
had a family of nine and they were in and out 
of the house all day. She couldn’t keep track 
of all of them, but she confirmed her son’s alibi 
and the police left. 

In a few hours they were back. They were 
fairly certain that Tommy Harrington was im- 
plicated in the holdup murder of the kindly 
store proprietor, 42-year-old mother of two. 

The policemen questioned the boy and, with- 
out a show of emotion, he admitted the crime. 

“Sure, I killed her,” he said. “She recog- 
nized me when I tried to hold her up to get 
money. I saw other kids with money. I didn’t 
see why I shouldn't have some. I wanted to go 
to summer camp. My family couldn’t afford it.”’ 
Tommy said he took the gun from the mantel of 
the living room where it .was kept. 
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\\ The boy’s mother burst into 


tears as she heard the cold, un- 
emotional recounting of her son’s 


crime. He had been in trouble be- 

fore. Once, at the age of five, he 

had been with some older boys 

when they robbed a grocery. Only 

a few weeks before the slaying, he 

had stolen a watch and $22 from 
Mrs. Eibling, who gave him candy and pop when 
he had no money. 

About the time that Tommy Harrington 
killed Mrs. Eibling, 14-year-old Ervin Ingle sat 
disconsolately in the Bureau of Juvenile Re- 
search at Columbus, O., while psychiatrists 
tried to piece together his life story. 

At 14, Ervin Ingle was a confessed mur- 
derer, guilty of slaying a farmer named John 
Gabriel and his wife, Pearl, 57, because “I wanted 
a car to take my girl to a dance.” 

It was a conveniently-located .22-caliber pis- 
tol that this boy used to do his killing. 

In Connelsville, Pa.,-a rifle within easy reach 
of eight-year-old George Lint brought tragedy, 
police said, when the boy’ became angry at his 
17-year-old sister, Edna Grace, for slapping him. 
He got his father’s rifle and killed her. 

Still another gun tragedy struck in a New- 
port, Ore., home when Nancy Trenary, age 
seven, ended an “Indian game” by slaying her 
18-month-old sister and wounding her brother 
and a neighbor boy with her father’s shotgun. 
She loaded the gun herself from a box of shells 
which she found on top of a cupboard. 

The parents of the children involved in 
these crimes were solid, hard-working mothers 
and fathers, 

The fault lay partially in the loose laws on 
the possession, concealment and use of firearms 
in most states . Police said that easy access to a 
rifle and a pistol gave Tommy Harrington and 
Ervin. Ingle a certain feeling of power -and 
perhaps the idea for the crimes they committed.

Why are boys that age permitted to buy or 
possess guns? Or why are guns left where they 
could get them? When the police of Martinez 
sought the killer of Mrs. Eibling they ques- 
tioned 25 boys under 16, all of whom owned, 
carried and fired .22 rifles. 


Edward J. Kelly, executive secretary of 
the International Association of Police 
Chiefs, pointed out that such conditions 
could hardly exist in New York State where 
the strong Sullivan Act forbids anyone un- 
der 16 years of age to own a gun, under 
pain of prosecution for juvenile delinquency. 

Any person over 16 caught with a gun 
illegally in his possession, or in his home, 
is guilty of a misdemeanor. If he has had a 
previous crime conviction, he is guilty of a 
felony. 

There are few loopholes in the law. Per- 
mits to carry, or possess, a gun are seldom 
issued, and the comparatively few people re- 
ceiving permits are fingerprinted, photo- 
graphed and the gun’s number is recorded. 

New York police officials consider Cali- 
fornia’s law, and the laws of most states con- 
cerning firearms, notoriously weak. In Cali- 
fornia a license is required to carry a weapon 
concealed or in a vehicle, but no license is 
necessary for the possession of a firearm. 

Even in states where there are laws against 
the possession and concealment of firearms, 
most of these laws cover only revolvers and 
small arms. Shotguns and rifles are o. k. 

Kelly, and most other police officers through- 
out the nation, agree that many juvenile crimes 
cannot be attributed to lax firearms’ laws. 

“Even toy guns give youngsters ideas,”’ says 
Mr. Kelly, “and parents could do their children, 
themselves and their country a real service by 
banning guns from their homes.”’ 

Any state wishing to pass a law similar to 
the Sullivan Act may learn how to do it by 
addressing Attorney General Nathaniel L. Gold- 
stein, The Capitol, Albany, N. Y.

HE late J. Pierpont Morgan, fabulous finan- 
T cier, forgot his house key one night and 
slept on the doorstep of his NeW York 
mansion, and history came near repeating itself 
recently when the man, who married Morgan’s 
granddaughter found himself without a bed. 
Milo Sargent Gibbs, however, hadn't lost 
the key to his $175,000 home on fashionable 
North Street, Litchfield, Conn. But he had lost 


the furniture, including several beds, springs . 


and mattresses, all commandeered by his wife, 
Mrs. Eleanor Morgan Satterlee Gibbs. 

Gibbs even had to stand while telephoning 
his attorney, but sympathetic neighbors saved 
the day, or night, for him by furnishing a bed, 
completely equipped. The butler, maids and cook 
slept out -in the neighborhood. 

J. P. Morgan, who dreaded publicity right 
up to his death in 1913, might have deplored 
the attention attracted by his granddaughter’s 
campaign but, as a ruthless tactician he would 
have been forced to admire the surprise element 
of the strategy. 

Gibbs, directly descended from paiftter John 
Singer Sargent and John Wilson, signer of the 
Declaration of Independence, married Eleanor 
Morgan Satterlee on Oct, 12, 1929, and their 
friends said they were perfectly suited. They 
were for nearly 20 years. 

Suddenly, last April 26, Mrs. Eleanor Gibbs 
filed two suits in Litchfield. 

- In-one action she demanded an accounting 
of, and the return.of all property which she had 
entrusted to her husband. In the other she 
asked for a divorce on the grounds of cruelty.

The withdrawal of the first action followed 
a conference in New York City where it was 
decided she should have the homes in New 
York and at Bar Harbor, Me., along with a 
vast amount of cash and securities, a convertible 
coupe, a. limousine and an expensive imported 
car.

be my official biographer. But don’t be in a 
hurry.

Satterlee kept his promise. His book, “J. 
Pierpont Morgan: An Intimate Portrait 1837- 
1913,”" did not appear until 1939. 

Meantime, the Satterlee girls grew up, mar- 
ried, and Herbert Satterlee depended more and 
more on his wife for companionship and under- 
standing. When she died at the age of 80, he 
retired to his 17-room duplex apartment over- 
looking the East River in New York. 

After breakfast on July 14, 1947, he went 
to his study. But he wasn’t there when the but- 
ler went to summon him for lunch. 

He was in the bathtub, dead. 

The revolver he used in firing a shot into 
his temple was found under the body. He left 
two notes. The first one told the butler where 
to find the second message. The contents of 
the second note were not revealed. 

Like his father-in-law, Herbert Satterlee 
avoided publicity of a personal nature. Like 
his. father-in-law, he might have scolded his 
daughter Eleanor for her commando tactics.

No Deposits — No Returns 
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Hirsch Jacobs and Max Hirsch 
Have Two Things in Common 
— a Similarity in Names and a 
Smoldering Rivalry Over a 
Million Dollar Thoroughbred 
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By Dan Parker 


LAIMING for $1,500 a race horse that was 
destined to set an all-time record of 
$911,335 in’ purses won before a broken 

bone in his leg forced him into retirement is nice 
work if you can get it and Hirsch Jacobs, the 
trainer, had it. 

A broken seismoid bone stymied Stymie just 
when his goal was within his reach, apparently 
cheating him out of the honor of being the first 
thoroughbred to win a million dollars in purses. 
In 126 starts, the $1,500 bargain had won 35 
races, finished second 32 times and third, 25 
times. 

Despite the leg injury and the subsequent 
retirement, Jacobs recently said there was a 
“faint shope”’ that Stymie would return to the 
turf in 1949 for a shot at the million mark. 
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To everyone else a stymie is an obstacle on 
the road to success but to red-headed Hirsch, 
the one-time Brooklyn pigeon-fancier, The 
Stymie has been the very recipe for success. 
In this respect, one Hirsch’s gain has been an- 
other’s loss, because Maxie Hirsch, another fa- 
mous trainer, is the one from whom Hirsch of 
the Jacobs clan claimed the rags to riches colt 
at Belmont Park five years ago. 

Nor was it the first time the shrewd little 
red head had driven his pick into a claim and 
turned up a nugget of pure gold. 

The two Hirsches entered racing by doors as 
far apart as the Poles. Maxie Hirsch, Texas 
born, grew up in the saddle, served an appren- 
ticeship as a jockey and naturally gravitated to 
training. Hirsch Jacobs, Manhattan born, but 
brought up in the Brownsville section of Brook- 
lyn, knew horses only because of the attraction 
they had for the pigeons he trained, until long 

after he had reached: manhood. 

Then, his closest friend, Charley Far- 
raro, who loved horses, hit it off well in 
the building business, bought a racing 
stable and put the red-haired greenhorn 
from Brownsville in charge as trainer. 
Charley had noticed, that Jacobs was 
thorough, conscientious, honest and in- 
telligent in everything he undertook and 
these are the very qualities that have 
made him one of America’s top trainers. 

In lat@ér years, while Jacobs was training 
for Isadore Bieber, his boss became involved in 
a feud with shrewd Maxie Hirsch and instructed 
him to claim Max’s horses whenever the oppor- 
tunity presented itself. 

One day at Belmont Park in 1943, Trainer 
Hirsch entered a nice looking little colt named 
Stymie in a $1,500 claiming race for two-year- 
olds. Jacobs claimed Stymie and led the juvenile 
back to his stable after the race, never suspect- 
ing he had the biggest money winner in the his- 
tory of the turf on the other end of the halter. 

Stung by the loss, Hirsch waited for Jacobs 
to run his prize. Shortly after this, Jacobs en- 
tered Stymie in a $2,500 claimer. Before the 
race, Maxie set out for the racing secretary's of-

fice to drop a claim for the colt in the box. 

En route, he was detained by an acquaintance 
and engaged in conversation until it was too late. 
Don’t ask Maxie if it was a “plant” or he’s 
likely to plant one on your proboscis. 

The Brownsville lad by this time was famous 
for his “way with horses.” He had won fame 
and fortune by the simple formula of taking 
platers, building them up, training them prop- 
erly and then cleaning up with them. Soon 
Stymie was knocking off fat purses and he be- 
came one of the top handicap forses. (It is an 
ironic twist that Maxie Hirsch trained Assault, 
one of the two horses that gave Stymie a hard 
fight for the lead as money winner until bad 
legs put him out of the running.) 

Armed, the Calumet gelding, that also fig- 
ured in the three-cornered gold hunt, was left 
$125,000 in the lurch by Stymie. Citation prob- 
ably will be the horse to top Stymie’s record if 
it is done in the next few years. 

Stymie wasn’t the only good horse Maxie 
Hirsch lost or Hirsch Jacobs claimed. Jacobs 
first attracted attention back about 1930 by 
claiming Sun Mission for $6,000 and winning 
18 races worth $30,000 with him. Jack Biener 
and Irish Mariner were two of his other early 
grabbag bargains. 

A jumper named Action which Jacobs picked 
up for $1,000 spoke louder than words when the 
red head converted him into a flat runner. In 
his first season as a runner, Action, then seven 
years old, won 11 out of 12 races and $22,435. 

Novelist, Frigate Bird, On Tap, A La Carte, 
Sun Shadow and Euclid were among the nags 
Jacobs took over as losers and converted into 
winners almost immediately. His success with 
broken-down horses gave rise to the legend 
around the track that he had a secret recipe 
(“pigeon milk,” they dubbed it facetiously) 
which brought race horses back. 

Jacobs’ pigeon milk is elbow grease. He gets 
out to the barn early in the morning and super- 
vises the workouts. He is back at the barn 
after each race. 

One of Jacobs’s sad memories is his experi- 
ence with a gelding named Marriage which he 
claimed at Delaware Park in 1941 for $1,600. 
Running Marriage in a.$1,500 claimer at Empire 
City later that season, Jacobs lost him to R. A, 
Coward. For Mr. Coward, Marriage won over 
$130,000. At the age of 10 in 1946, Marriage 
started twice and won once, adding $1,895 to his 
earnings. 

Where Hirsch Jacobs will claim a horse that 
has seen better days and bring him back, Maxie 
Hirsch will take a profit on an animal that is in 
his prime. He is known as the turf’s shrewdest 
judge of yearlings. Max sold Attention to Billy 
Helis for $50,000 and the animal broke down. 
He thought Grey Lag had shelly feet when he 
sold him to Harry Sinclair for $50,000, but Grey 
Lag turned out to be a better horse even than 
Stymie and a good sire. 

But, after what little Hirsch Jacobs did to 
him by claiming Stymie, Maxie probably would 
not sell him the wrong time. 

It is probably more poetic justice than coin- 
cidence, that the last purse Stymie won for 
Jacobs, when he fi» hed fourth in his final 
race in the Monmou.h Park Handicap last July, 
was $1,500—the very sum little “Hershel” had 
paid for him five years previously.

COSMIC RO

ME speaker addressing the woman’s club had 

fa finished his talk. He had touched upon art, 
science and philosophy and, as was his 

custom, he asked his audience if there were 
any questions. | 

A woman in the back of the room arose, 
waving a~newspaper clipping at the elderly, 
white-goateed lecturer. 

“Mr. Russell,” she said, “excuse me for veer- 
ing from the subject, but according to the 
papers you are about to get a divorce.” 

“Yes,” admitted 77-year-old Walter Russell, 
noted sculptor, artist, architect, author, phil- 
osopher and electro-chemical researcher, “I am.”’ 

“But,” he was asked, “why get a divorce at 
77, after almost 55 years of marriage?” 

The artist did not hesitate in giving his reply. 
“If you had been sentenced to prison for life,” 
he said, “but were pardoned, after serving 55 
years, would you stay in jail?” 

That question was Mr. Russell’s answer and 
he meant it, because his marriage which began 
Jan. 10, 1894, ended in divorce at Reno on 
July 19, 1948. 

The Russells accused each other of cruelty. 
The sculptor told The American Weekly that he 
had nothing personal against his former wife. 
It had been a “polite” marriage. 

Helen Andrews Russell asked for, and was 
awarded, $100 a month alimony and _ said 
nothing about a polite relationship. 

In her deposition she stated that the famous 
artist was “continually running into debt, caus- 
ing me great worry ... He treated me as a 
housekeeper, never as a wife should be treated. 

“He was unreasonable, and 
‘egotistical in the presence of 
others, It was very humiliat- 
ing.” 

Russell, on the other hand, 
pictured himself as a misunder- 
stood husband. 

“My wife had no interest in 
my work,” he said. ‘‘And as‘ for 
my being egotistical—why, that 
would be against my philosophy 
of life. 

“T have learned that the per- 
sonal ego must be suppressed 
and replaced with the universal 
ego. When I arrived at the 
point where I received public 
acclaim .I felt the most lowly, 
because I knew that I had but 
begun to tap my inner re- 
sources.” 

Mr. Russell likes to think of 
himself as a self-made man. He 
says he started to work at the 
age of 10 as a cash boy in a 
dry goods store. He worked as 
a bellboy and boasts that he- 
never took a tip. As. a young 
man he picked up a little extra 
money as a church organist. 

During his spare time he did 
sketching and painting, and 
started on his somewhat spec- 
tacular climb to fame. 


All his other occupations, ac- 
cording to a biographer quoting 
Mr. Russell, came to him “by 
inspiration” on a day in May, 
1921. He was taken “up into 
a high mountain of inspiration... 

“And so it happened,” he said, ‘‘that I who 
had never had any school or university training 
above the primary grades thus knew instantly, 
while in the ‘light’ what all the universities in 
the world could never teach.” 

After this revelation Mr. Russell developed 
his abilities as a sculptor. 

Also, after that remarkably inspirational 
May day in 1921, Walter Russell did research 
work with the isotopes of hydrogen which led to 
the discovery of heavy water. More recently 
he has been probing into metaphysics. 

Before his big day of “revelation,” Mr. Rus- 
sell.was doing all right as a magazine illustrator 
and as a war correspondent during the Spanish- 
American War. 

He had already authored several books. He 
also sad become an architect and is credited with 
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originating, in 1899, the co-operative apartment 
houses, 

Despite his boast that he made good without 
the benefit of formal education beyond primary 
school, the records reveal that Russell did find 
time to attend the Massachusetts Normal Art 
School, Drexel Institute in Philadelphia and the 
Julian Academy in Paris. : 

Through all these stages of his development, 
Mr. Russell’s marriage seems to have hung 
together fairly well. It was during what might 
be called his metaphysical phase, when he began 
to concentrate on a new scientific philosophy, 
that he thought seriously of divorce. 

It was then that the venerable author- 
sculptor apparently decided that a “polite” 
marriage no longer made sense. He decided 
he needed a mate who understood what he was 
thinking, writing and saying, someone with a 
knowledge of, and a deep interest in, science and 
philosophy.

The new Mrs. Russell, being a diplomat as 
well as a philosopher, declined to comment on 
the marriage. She let her aged husband do all 
the talking. 

“Loa,” he said, “is the only cosmic-minded 
woman I ever met. She is the only person I 
know who could go on with my work if anything 
happened to me.”

When 
he was broke and couldn’t borrow from his 
family or me, he sold our furniture, his watch, 
clothing, all for money to buy the pills. 

Friends lent him money when he declared 
we were starving. He spent their charity for 
more pills.

Elliot Ludington Lambert, Son of a 
Wealthy and Prominent St. Louis 
Family, Has, Despite Family Objec- 


tions, Become a Cop

HE tow-headed boy of 10 with a real police 
badge pinned on his jacket edged into the 
circle of curious onlookers as his grandfather 
questioned the man behind the wheel of a sedan. 

The boy’s heart beat faster as he heard a 
uniformed policeman say: 

“We'll have to take you in for questioning. 
Come along. One of our men will take care of 
your car.” 

That night: when the boy got home to the 
sprawling St. age mansion in which he lived 
he was met by his anxious mother. She worried 
constantly when her son was out with his grand- 
father, the late Major Albert Bond Lambert, 
wealthy founder of the Lambert Pharmacal Co. 
The major had once been president of the St. 
Louis Board of Police Commissioners. 

The boy told his mother about the man who 
had been arrested and said, “When I grow up 
I’m going to be a policeman.” 

His mother laughed and said, ““That’s fine. 
Now run along to bed.” 

Elliot Ludington Lambert went to bed, but 
it was a long time before he went to sleep. When 
he did, he dreamed of himself in a dark blue 
uniform, with a shiny badge, a pistol and a night- 
stick. As he grew older, he haunted the precinct 
station near his home and read every police 
book and magazine he could get his hands on. 

He accompanied his grandfather and the 
police about the city late at night in their squad 
cars, while others in his social set were enjoying 
dinner parties, dances and the theatre. 

At 22, a veteran of the war in the Pacific, 
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the wealthy scion of the socially-prominent Lam- 
bert family hadn’t changed his mind about the 
kind of job he wanted——-he was going to be a 
policeman. 

Against the wishes of his entire family and 
scores of his friends, young Lambert joined the 
St. Louis Police Department as a probationary 
patrolman and within a few months was a regu- 
lar member of the force. 

His family talked to him about the hazards 
of the job, the long hours, the low pay, the 
discipline, the early-morning risings, the all- 
night work. Lambert listened-—~and still wanted 
to be a cop. 

“T concluded long ago,” he said, “‘that I didn’t 
want desk work. I didn’t want to sell bonds or 
insurance. I didn’t have the urge, as many of 
my friends did, to be a big business man, a 
lawyer or a doctor. I always wanted to be a 
policeman and nothing was going to stop me 
if I could help it. I like St. Louis, I like the 
people. I’m going to try to be a good police 
officer. I'll be working for promotions just like 
everyone else on the force.” 

The socialite policeman was educated like 
the sons of most leading families in the Social 
Register. He attended Haverford School, Haver- 
ford, Pa.; the exclusive Greenwich, Conn., Coun- 
try Day School and was graduated from Kent 
School, Kent, Conn. 

The war interrupted his schooling and he 
enlisted in the army. He was assigned to the 
air force, worked his way up to sergeant and 
became a tail gunner on a B-29 that.flew six 
missions over Japan. 

When he was discharged from the service,

Lambert spent an unhappy year at Williams Col- 
lege, taking an accelerated liberal arts course. 
The bug to be a policeman was still eating at 
him and the family was still opposing the move, 
He changed schools, entering the University of 
Virginia, but he didn’t stay long. In December 
of 1947 he left school and returned to St. Louis. 

Deaf to all family protests, he enrolled in the 
St. Louis Police School. 

Lambert's friends were puzzled when they 
learned that he actually was heading for a career 
as a policeman. 

“They thought it was funny for a while,” he 
said, “but they were astonished when I told 
them the things we study in police school. There 
are six hours of class work every day, on’ law, 
evidence, report writing, and other matters. 
Then there is either two hours in the gym or two 
hours at the pistol range. 

“T qualified with the pistol. My score was 185 
out of a possible 300 points. Many others in 
the class were much better—-I don’t want any 
gangster to think that St. Louis policemen are 
poor shots.” 

One of Lambert’s close friends, Nancy Nied- 
ringhaus, a St. Louis debutante listed in the 
Social Register, said it’s all right with her if 
Elliot wants to be a policeman. 

About the time Patrolman Lambert's socially 
prominent friends are turning over in the beds 
of their summer homes for another “40 winks” 
after a night out, he is checking in for his shift 
on a downtown police beat. 

At 6:15 in the morning he walks from the 
mansion of his grandmother, Mrs. Albert Bond 
Lambert, wearing his blue uniform and jaunty 
police cap. A ,.38-calibre pistol is slung from 
his Sam Browne belt. He rides to work free, on 
the street car,.and he stops at an all-night diner 
for a cup of coffee before reporting for an eight 
to 10-hour hitch at keeping the peace.

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San Gabriel Arcangel—With the Years of Hardship Behind Them, the Founders’ Dream Came

muleteers two Franciscan fathers walked. 

They led the way along a dim trail deeper, 
ever deeper, into a wilderness, wild and mysterious. 
They were not afraid, because their faith was 
strong and because they had with them an amulet 
against evil, their painting of the Virgin on a price- 
less roll of canvas. 

So they came, dust-caked and tired, on an 
autumn afternoon in 1770, to a place of tall oaks 
and cottonwoods, some birch and willow, with the 
darkness of the forest pressing in upon them from 
every side. 

“We will stop here,” said Father Angel Somera. 
Father Pedro Cambon agreed. “It is a seemly 
place,”’ he said. 

Neither they, nor the escort of 14 soldiers and 
four muleteers, heard a rustle in the forest or saw a 
Savage eye peer from behind a tree trunk. They 
saw an abundance of blackberries and a tangle of 
wild grapevines in a still and sun-mottled glade. 
They were pleased, then, and in no way prepared 
for an attack from the wilderness they had come 
to place within the realm of God. 

“Here we shall establish the Queen of Missions,” 
Father Somera said, and he had hardly spoken 
when strange and terrible cries arose from the 
forest. Naked savages emerged, gaudily painted, 
bearing spears and bows and arrows. 

It was an Indian raid. The missionaries, having 
come all the way from the San Diego mission to 
this spot (now in Los Angeles), had paused only to 
be confronted by the savages’ wrath. 

They faced annihilation, and instead of depend-

ing on guns, they fell back on their faith.

The war cries faded. The arrows were not shot 
from the bows. The savages, as if in enchantment, 
went forward timidly. -At the feet of the Francis- 
can fathers, gravely holding up the canvas, they 
laid their bows and arrows, their bead necklaces 
and their spears. 

They stood silent a moment, then retreated, 
vanishing into the forest as abruptly as they had 
come out. The Franciscans’ party thought they had 
been frightened away, but that was not sc. They 
went to bring back with them their friends and 
families from neighboring Indian settlements. They 
all gathered around to stand in wonder before the 
Virgin’s likeness. : 

The white men were gods, they believed, and 
they thought the white men’s painting was inspired. 

“We shall all be friends,” Father Somera said, 
and the Indians were willing after they understood 
the sign language. They helped the white gods 
hang the first bells of the mission of San Gabriel 
Arcangel in an oak tree, 

It would be fine to say that after that the mis- 
sion saved everyone in that California wilderness 
for God, but that would not be the truth. Spanish 
soldiers, themselves, alienated the Indians. They 
killed a chieftain and stole his wife, and the Indians 
never forgave them. 

Suddenly, after that, the white men no longer 
were gods to them, and they returned to their old 
idolatries. They shunned the mission and scorned 
the soldiers. They seemed to forget the luminous 
power of the painting of the Holy Virgin. 

In 1776 the mission was moved five miles north, 
to higher ground, because of floods, and there even- 
tually it did become the Queen of Missions, under 
Fathers Antonio Cruzado and Miguel Sanchez. 

In 1800, work on a new edifice was begun. It is 
that one which still stands today.

SMALL boy of five, with deep, wistful 
blue eyes, siood nervously in the long 


line outside a doctor’s office in Brooklyn. 

It was a strange, tragic line of young and old, 
all of them suffering from some malformation.

Get him a violin, a small one, 
and perhaps try him on other instruments. Even- 
tually he will help his arm and himself.” 

Dr. Lorenz’s prediction has come true. Alvy 
West became one of the nation’s brightest young 
composers, orchestra leaders and saxophonists. 
His New York debut at the Hotel Edison created 
a sensation. His records of “Poppa’s Tune’”’ and 
“(Mom's Song,” along with “Cathy” and “Charm,” 
had a nostalgic, sensitive touch which sold readily 
to sweet music lovers. 

His “little orchestra,” of seven pieces, was an 
immediate hit also, as critics and public recognized 
Alvy’s talent just va Dr. Lorenz had noted it 
nearly 25 years be-: 

But. Alvy West's poe had never been easy. 
After he left Dr. Lorenz’s office that day in 1923, 
his father had bought him a one-quarter size 
violin. For two years he played it. But his right 
arm wasn’t getting enough exercise. 

One day Concert Maestro Pilser suggested a 
saxophone might do Alvy more good, ae it would 
necessitate his making more use of the right arm. 

Alvy played a curved soprano saxophone, the 
smallest instrument of its kind, for two years until 
his father gave him a standard saxophone for his 
13th birthday. 

His short fingers ,on the right hand couldn't 
reach the keys. He became morose when he had 
to return to the small saxophone. 

Then Clyde Doerr, one of the top saxophonists 
in the country, suggested that the Wests have the 
instrument rebuilt, raising the keys so Alvy could 
reach them. That was the answer. He still plays 
a specially built horn. 

Nine years after Dr. Lorenz had recommended 
musical therapy Alvy was featured on a radio 
children’s program. It was on this show at 14 


years of age that he first gave full expression to - 


his musical feelings by composing original music. 

He entered New York University as a pre-law 
student at his parents’ request, but secretly Alvy 
decided to be a“*music supervisor in the New York 
school system. Agajn he received a setback. 

School officials did not consider the saxophone 
a legitimate fnstrument. 

“I was g0 disgusted and depressed,” he said, 
“that I did not return to school the next term. 
I was so disgusted because school officials had 
not offered a solution to my problem that I 
decided to get a job playing a saxophone. And I 
got one at $20 a week, seven days a week, at the 
London Terrace in New York. I worked two full 
years without a day off.” 

After that rigorous training period, he joined 
a co-op band organized by Zinn Arthur and then 
began to break his way. 

One night when the band was broadcasting 
from the St. George Hotel in Brooklyn, Paul 
Whiteman heard Alvy’s sensational improvising. 

Whiteman called George Simon, of the music 
magazine, “Metronome,” and inquired who the 
saxophonist was and later hired him, 

For e:ght years Alvy played with Whiteman, 
getting inore and more money, never having a

contract. When Whiteman disbanded his orches- 
tra, he took Alvy into the movies with him. 

‘Alvy had formed his own “little band” and was 
doing quite well when a young hotel man in New 
York, Irwin Kramer, grandson of the fabulous 
late Max J. Kramer, decided to book a new act. 

He heard of a young man named Alvy West 
who was making a name for himself on the West 
Coast and searched music shops for an album of 
West’s records. 

Soon Alvy West was in New York and a hit. 

Of his music and the “little band,” Alvy said: 

“It’s a part of therapy. After the first strug- 
gle I knew I'd have to do better. It was a struggle 
of survival—a struggle against being a liability to 
my family and the world because of the handicap. 

“I got it out of the therapy stage and changed 
it into the fun of the living stage. I found a basis 
for happiness and expression. 

“Thank God for Dr. Lorenz.”

N°‘ one seemed to notice a phantom figure 
stalking beside the slender, silver-haired 
old man in tweed coat and flannels who 
walked casually up to the desk of the Vancouver 
Hotel, sighing contentedly to himself as he re- 
alized that at last his 6,000-mile sentimental 
journey was over. 

Surely the ghost of Dangerous Dan McGrew 
_must have been there, however, hovering close 
to the traveler. 

That “hound of hell’’—never to be forgotten 
throughout all the Yukon—hadn’t ceased to 
haunt Robert W. Service, his creator, since the 
night in Whitehorse nearly 40 years ago when 
“the boys were whooping it up at the Malamute 
saloon’’ and Dangerous Dan and the stranger 
fresh from the creeks both were shot. 

Old sourdoughs who had come to British Co- 
lumbia to attend the recent 50th annual conven- 
tion of the gold-rush veterans of ‘98, paused 
in their reminiscing, growled to hide their emo- 
tions and rushed up to clap the 75-year-old new- 
comer on the back.. 

Eagerly the Klondike’s literary hero scanned 
each face for a glimpse of something out of the 
past, while the time-scarred old miners looked 
him over with something of awe. 

The elderly gentleman from Paris and Monte 
Carlo didn’t look much like the impecunious 
young bank clerk of Dawson and Whitehorse 
who had scribbled his verses on wrapping paper 
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with a bit of charcoal as he sat in a dim-lit sa- 
loon listening to rowdy prospectors’ jests or 
tried to fathom the cause of a tear, so out of 
place on the hardened cheek of a dancehall girl. 

The bent and grizzled sourdoughs at this 
Vancouver celebration resembled but slightly, 


_semice felt, the rapscallion lot who in days gone 


»y Nad-inspired his lusty rhymes and then ‘made 
the Klondike ring with them. 

“IT don’t remember many of their names,” the 
aging poet sighed. “It has been more than 40 
years since I was in the Klondike. Memory has 
grown dim and I have taken on a new person- 
ality.” 

He may even have been vaguely embarrassed 
when the old-timers started bellowing: 

“Back of the bar, in a solo game, sat 
Dangerous Dan McGrew. 

And watching his luck, was his light-o-love, 
The lady that’s known as Lou.” 

“I feel about Dan McGrew as my friend Kip- 
ling felt about Gunga Din,”’ Service declared, 
“when he said it was a pity the man who shot 
Gunga Din did not also’shoot its author. 

“I've written a lot of stuff I'd rather be re- 
membered for, but I'm obliged to acknowledge 
a debt of gratitude to Dan McGrew—I guess he 
did more for me than anything else I ever wrote. 

‘“The first line of Dan McGrew-—a bunch of 
the boys were whooping it up—came to me one 
Saturday night in 1907 in Whitehorse as I walked 
past the noisy dance halls on the way to my 
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Wank quarters, It stuck in my mind, and I 
hurried to the bank to work in the teiler’s cage 
by candle-light.”’ 

Then Service told how he came near never 
living to finish the poem, 

A fellow employe, asleep in the bank, was 
aroused by the rustle of paper and seeing what 
he thought was a skulking figure pulled out a 
gun. Closing his eyes he fired. The bullet 
barely missed the young verse-maker’s head. 

For more than a year the rough draft of the 
most famous poem of the Yukon gathered dust 
in a bureau drawer. 

Meanwhile Service tramped the Klondike 
trails, prospecting for the stuff men’s lives are 
made of, weaving his findings into other rhymes. 

Neither Dan McGrew nor Sam McGee, an- 
other familiar character, were real people, Ser- 
vice explained. They were made up on the spur 
of the moment, as was that lady who was known 
as Lou. 

Much of the material in the famous ballads 
of gold-mining in the land of the Northern Lights 
was based on actual happenings, however. 

Young Service was not much interested in

women in those days but there was one lady, 
however, to whom he paid homage. That was 
Lady Luck. 

“T am sure I was born to be a failure,” he 
said, “‘but luck stepped in to make me rich.” 

He was leading a vagabond’s life along the 
Pacific coast when circumstances sent him to 
his bank-clerk job in the Yukon. Otherwise, he 
suspected, his ballads would never have been 
written and-practically no-one would ever have 
heard of Robert W. Service. 

It was Lady Luck, he believed, who prompted 
him te send $100 from his paltry savings to a 
publishing firm together with some of his poems. 

The printers, and the public, went wild over 
his ballads. His precious $100 was returned. 

“I could hardly believe my eyes when the 
royalty checks began to roll in and I was able 
to quit the bank and devote myself to writing.” 

Late in life, Rebert W. Service quit adven- 
turing and he and the woman he married after 
leaving the Yukon, settled down to “a simple 
existence among simple people” in the old world. 

He was reminded by a Yukon sourdough of 
the promise he made when he wrote: 

“There’s a land where the mountains are 

nameless, 

And the rivers all run God knows where. 

There are lives that are erring and aimless, 
And deaths that just hang by a hair; 

There are hardships that nobody reckons, 
There are valleys unpeopled and still; 

There’s a land, oh, it beckons and beckons, 
And I want to go back—and I will.” 

“Tt’s too late,” the old rhyme-master sighed. 
“All I seek now is peace of mind.”

ELLO, this is Dahlquist at 
the Journal Courier. Is Miss 
Brancato there?” 
Anthony Brancato all but 
screamed her frantic reply: ‘She 
never came home last night, Mr. Dahlquist! 
Her father and I have been up since three o'clock 
this morning!”’ 

City Editor Carl Dahlquist at his desk in 
New Haven, Conn., was taken aback. He had 
assumed that Rose Brancato, his well-liked and 
zealous reporter, had failed to appear at the 
newspaper office that morning of July 6, 1943, 
because of illness, and he had wondered why 
no one ‘had called.

ATER, Wilson, a member of the West Haven 

force, conferred with Detective Ellis, Sergt. 
Howard Young and City Editor Dahlquist at the 
latter’s office. 

“I have one new piece of information,”’ Dahl- 
quist told them. “Around 7:30 last night, one 
of our reporters saw Rose here looking for 
Johnny Yeager, the building superintendent.” 

Down at the basement apartment of the 
Yeagers, the officers explained their errand to 
Mrs. Doris Yeager, her husband being out at 
the moment.

“So much has been said 
about today’s teen-agers 
being potential delinquents, 
that we in Westwood, N. J., 
decided something ought 
to be done. Just to sit 
around at the drug store 
counter and not be delin- 
quent wasn’t enough. 

“One of the girls, Paula 
Wagner, who succeeded 
me as president of the 
auxiliary, had an idea. The 
recently reorganized Pas- 
cack Valley Hospital Asso- 
ciation is trying to build a 
hospital to serve the 20 
towns in the northeastern 
section of Bergen County, 
N. J. 


“‘Why,’ asked Paula, 
‘don’t we get to work and 
raise money to help build 
this much-needed hos- 
pital?’ We formed the 
Teen-Ager Hospital Aux- 
iliary. Today we have five 
branches going with more 
than 500 members. 

“First we went out and 
raised $2,000 which paid 
for the property in West- 
wood where the hospital is 
going to be built. 

‘“‘We sponsored spaghetti 
dinners, card parties, 
shows, dances, cake sales, 
and just about every imag- 
inable affair. Then we dis- 
tributed 500 coin boxes in 
all the towns in this area. 
We ran a booth and sold 
catalogs at the North 


“People began hearing 
about our project and teen- 
‘agers from as far away as 
California began sending 
in small donations toward 
our hospital. Because of 
this interest we decided to 
make our Auxiliary nation- 
wide, to give teeners all 
over the country a chance 
to prove they can con- 
tribute something con- 
structive to the community. 

“We now have three types 
of membership: Regular 
members include anyone 
from one day old to 19. 
They pay $1 and receive a 
gold-plated and blue enam- 
eled pin. Junior member- 
ships sell for 30 cents and 
are open to children under 
13. They receive a cellu- 
loid button. 

“We have something for 
the adults, too—an honor- 
ary membership for $5. 

“We hope to enlist one 
million teen-agers in this 
movement. At $1 each that 
would pay for the entire 
hospital. It would be 
our answer to those who 
unfairly charge that a 
large percentage of us are 
criminally inclined.’’——U. T.

One or two trusty na- 
tives always swam beside 
him, long knives at their 
belts.

But the 
sharks took their toll some 
years back when one strip- 
ped the flesh from thigh to 
knee of one of Ramsay's 
companions.

OYSTER PIE 


By DR. EDITH L. POTTER 


N the course of our extensive travels in Europe and 

the Orient, my husband and I have developed a great 
interest in the cooking of other lands, collecting recipes 
as others do curios, I don't believe, however, that in all 
our journeys we ever found anything better to eat than 
the oyster pie, traditional with my -husband’'s family 


when he was a boy on the 
eastern shore of Maryland. 

We are fond of oysters 
and though we make many 
other dishes such as oyster 
pone and oyster fritters of 
which they are the prime 
ingredient, this pie still re- 
nains my favorite. 

To prepare it, you start 
with an array of good 
fresh “homey” vegetables 

-4 cup diced parsnips, 
*4 cup diced carrots, 2 
cups diced potatoes and 3 
cups diced celery. Prepare 
these and put.them on to 
cook in a little water. 

While they are simmer- 
ing, prepare enough rich 
pie crust to cover the top 
of a good sized casserole. 
Roll it up and set asidé in 
the refrigerator until your 
filling is ready. Puff paste 
is even better if you have 
the patience to make it. 

Now drain the liquid 
from a quart of oysters 
and add “nough milk to 
make three cups. Heat the 
milk and oyster liquor and 
thicken with three table- 
spoons of flour, adding 
Salt, pepper and a bit of 
powdered sage (about 4 
teaspoon) to season. 

When your vegetables 
are done to a turn, butter 
a deep casserole and place 
one-third of the drained,

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BASEMENT WALLS 
and floors 


F YOU make the walls 
and floor of your base- 
ment attractive, you are 
well on the way toward 
transforming this space 
into a livable room. Of 
course your basement must 
be dry before you cover the 
walls or floors. Suggestions 
for overcoming dampness 
were given here recently. 
You have your choice of 
painting the walls or of 
introducing a new surface 
by covering the walls with 
some type of wallboard. 


Wall Paint 
NUMBER of good ce- 
ment paints are on the 

market, some of which give 
a waterproof surface. These 
come in a selection of col- 
ors and should be applied 
according to directions. 

Whitewash or any water 
paint may also be used on 
dry basement walls. 


Wall Covering 
ee ae or ply- 

wood panels attached 
to furring strips makes it 
easy to conceal pipes and 
wiring and also provides a 
dead air space which is 
good insulation. 

Wallboards are obtain- 
able in a wide variety of 
surfaces and a large assort- 
ment of materials such as 
fibre, paper pulp, and as- 
bestos. You can buy these 
with a permanent decor- 
ative finish or you can buy 
them partially finished and 
paint them or paper them 
yourself in any color or 
design you wish. 

Many interesting ad- 
vances in finish and tex- 
ture have been made in 
plywoods. Oak, mahogany, 
walnut, birch, and knotty 
pine are just a few of the 
natural wood veneer panels 


which are available. A tex- 
tured plywood 
signed with vertical grooves 
or striations is especially 
good for modern rooms. 
Ordinary plywood panels 
are less expensive than the 
veneered panels and can be 
Stained, waxed, painted, or 
papered. 
Installation 

HE basic method for in- 

stalling wallboards and 
plywood panels is to fasten 
furring strips to the exist- 
ing walls and then nail the 
panels to the strips. In 
some cases a special ad- 
hesive can be used to at- 
tach the pangjing directly 
to the wall. Most manu- 
facturers supply booklets 
with detailed installation 
instructions for their 
product.

[F YOU 

partition your furnace 
off from the _ recreation 
area, check local ordin- 
ances for minimum clear- 
ances. Steam pipes should 
be wrapped with magnesia 
or asbestos covering, and 
where passing through 
wood partitions, should 
have a clear space of at 
least one inch between the 
covering and the wood- 
work. Along with these 
precautions, it is wise to 
have a fire extinguisher,
